Emergency landing is made on another island. Plane is attacked by 
Jap snipers, but escapes to Hickam Field, From there they are order- 
ed to Clark Field, Luzon, via Wake Island. They are attacked by Zeros 
and have various narrow escapes and a bad belly landing. Crew repairs 
plane by stealing parts from other disabled B-17s. Climax is a spec- 
tacular attack on a Jap convoy. 


EVALUATION 


Film has much fine footage of Bel7s on the ground end in flight. 
It is written, acted and directed realistically and with restraint, 
Story is supposed to be based on an actual incident. Picture was made 
in the U.S., and backgrounds (Hickam Field, ete.) are not authentic. 
Spectacular air battle film was mostly done in miniature. 

Since film is wholly fictional and re-enacted it cannot be 
recommended for the Historical Series, despite the fact that excellence 


of conception and execution give it, in some respects, an almost docu- 
mentary quality.
